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PHARMACY LICENSE FOR DOCTOR CORPORATION 

A doctor who is a member of a professional corporation of two or more 
practitioners, and who dispenses from a common supply of drugs owned by 
the corporation, will find that the corporation is subject to licensure as a 
terminal distributor of dangerous drugs. 

Applications for such licensure are available from the Ohio State Phar¬ 
macy Board, 180 East Broad St., Suite 1126, Columbus, Ohio 43215. 

Individual practitioners are exempt from licensure if they purchase 
drugs in their own names and use them exclusively for their own patients.

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IMMUNIZATION CAMPAIGN UNDER WAY 

The current lack of immunizations in children is now considered to be 
serious and a nation-wide problem. The Ohio Department of Health is giving 
it special emphasis this month. Mayor Jack Hunter wrote to the Mahoning 
County Medical Society to ask for advice and help in the local situation. As a 
result the pre-school health committee met, with Dr. Kurt Wegner as chair¬ 
man. They submitted the following recommendations to the Council of the 
Medical Society. 

1. All members of the medical profession, both members of the Mahoning 
County Medical Society and members of the Osteopathic Society, shall be 
informed about the latest immunization recommendations as approved by 
the American Academy of Pediatrics and the center for disease control. 
These recommendations are to be printed in the Bulletin of the Mahoning 
County Medical Society and circulated to other physicians by mail or 
other means. 

2. Physicians will be urged to adhere to these recommendations and bring the 
immunization status of children under their care up to date as speedily as 
possible. 

3. Emphasis in the immunization program should be placed on preschool 
children since the enforcement of the school immunization laws should 
bring about completion of immunizations in the school age child. 

4. Since adequate immunization facilities are available in the local well child 
clinics and in physicians’ offices, no mass immunization stations need to 
be planned. 

5. It is felt that a massive publicity program should be undertaken in order 
to urge parents of preschool children to take advantage of the available 
immunizations. 

6. A meeting should be planned to develop such a publicity program. At this 
meeting, representatives from the following organizations, and perhaps 
others, should be invited: Mahoning County Medical Society, Auxiliary of 
the Mahoning County Medical Society, local Osteopathic Society, Auxili¬ 
ary of the local Osteopathic Society, Youngstown Board of Health, Ma¬ 
honing County Board of Health, Visiting Nurses Association. 

7. Following the development of a comprehensive plan, various publicity 
resources should be brought into play. It may be necessary to have a 
press conference at which various representatives of local news media are 
invited. It is hoped that the radio and television stations and local news¬ 
papers will publicize the immunization efforts. In addition, endorsement 
should be obtained from such sources as The Youngstown Hospital Asso¬ 
ciation, St. Elizabeth Hospital Medical Center, Youngtown Osteopathic 
Hospital, Youngstown Area Urban League, Mahoning County Community 
Action Center, and various other influential local organizations. Posters 
and leaflets judiciously displayed and distributed and probably available 
from the State Board of Health, should also prove helpful. 

8. This plan is to be submitted for approval to the Council of Mahoning 
County Medical Society at its next meeting on September 13, 1977. 

The committee report was approved by Council, and the committee is 
proceeding with a publicity campaign. A chart of current immunization 
recommendations is printed on the opposite page for information and guid- 

ance. , , . 

An Ohio Health Department survey of Mahoning County for the school 
year 1974-1975 showed that among school enterers 81.5% had 4 or more 
DPT injections, 92.2% had 3 or more polio doses, 94.0% had measles im¬ 
munization and 92.7% had rubella vaccine.

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PROCEEDINGS OF COUNCIL 
Sept. 13, 1977 

The regular meeting of the Council of the Mahoning County Medical 
Society was held on Tuesday, Sept. 13, 1977, at the Youngstown Club. 

Dr. Anderson presented a Physicians Effectiveness Committee to con¬ 
sist of Dr. Frank Gelbman, chairman, and (from both hospitals) the medi¬ 
cal directors, chiefs of Medicine, Surgery, Pediatrics, Ob-Gyn, Family Prac¬ 
tice, Pathology, Radiology and Anesthesiology, plus the chairman of the 
following three Medical Society Committees: Alcoholism, Drug Abuse, 
Medical-Legal, plus the Immediate Past President. The motion was made, 
seconded and duly passed that the president appoint the committee in its 
composition. 

A letter was read from Nena LaBarbera, in which she thanked all phy¬ 
sicians for their support and encouragement to her during the past year 
when she was president of the Ohio State Society of Medical Assistants. 

Dr. Anderson reported a conversation with Helen Mager of the Mahon¬ 
ing County Health Dept, concerning enlisting some help and advice from the 
Medical Society in regard to a geriatric/ screening program. The motion was 
made, seconded and duly passed that the matter be referred to the Geriatrics 
Committee. 

Dr. Anderson reported a letter from HSA (Health Systems Agency) pro¬ 
posing a meeting of presidents of the four medical societies in the jurisdic¬ 
tion for the purpose of discussing a proposal to discourage frivilous mal¬ 
practice litigation. Dr. Anderson will attend the meeting with another of 
our members. 

A letter was read from MAI enclosing the official announcement of the 
division of Area VI PSRO into two areas. Area VI now consists of Summit 
and Portage Counties. Area XI11 consists of Mahoning, Trumbull, Stark and 
Columbiana Counties. The letter suggested that a meeting concerning the 
PSRO situation in the area would be called in the future. 

Dr. Anderson reported a letter from Mayor Hunter asking for assistance 
of the Medical Society in getting children immunized. This was referred to 
the School Health Committee and the committee report was read. Basically 
a publicity program was recommended. The report is attached to the minutes. 
The motion was made, seconded and duly passed that the report be approved 
and implemented.

Elizabeth’s Hospital. 

The Renner Brewing Company offered an attractive prescription for the 
overworked doctor’s frayed nerves. 

TWENTY YEARS AGO — OCTOBER 1957
